As the casket was borne into the church the 
choir formed in two files and the clergymen 
passed between them, heading the procession 
intening the opening lines of the beaatiful 
Episcopal burial service. The casket was 
berne up the aisle on the shoulders of four 
awiertakar’s assistants, followed by the pall 
bearers, family and immediate friends. When 
the procession reached the chancel, the choir- 
isters filed into the stalls and the audience 
tock theirseats.

They marched down the aisle and back by 
the south aisle to the vestry room, followed 
by the clergy. The casket rested at the head 
of the center aisle, directly in front of the 
chancel, on the heavily draped pall. On top 
of the casket, which was covered with black 
broadcloth without any trimmings, rested a 
mammoth cross of laurel leaves, having for its 
superstructure white roses and sheaves of 
wheat, chrysantbemums worked at the bottom 
end the word “Finis” worked in purple flow- 
ers. The whole was covered with heavy crape, 
tied at the ends with black satin ribbons. Be- 
fore the casket was brought into the church, 
Organist J. B. Van Vieit piayed parts 
from Beethoven’s Faneral March and 
after the service a igsilade from 
BMezart. Afterthe services, the wodertaker’s 
a sistants lifted the casket on their shoulders 
and proceeded ont of the church, follo ved by 
the pailoearers, members of the family, the 
president aud bis cabinet, the governor and 
his staffand the representatives of the army 
and navy. The coffin was not opened atthe 
church, and considerable disappointmont ex- 
pressed by a great mary that Colonel McMi- 
chael, master cf ceremonies, did not permit 
therm to take a last look at the face of the dead 
ex-president 

ALL TRAVEL ON THE 8TREET STOPPED. 

Meanwhile the throng outside the church 
bad greatly increased in numbers. Theo ar- 
rangements of the police were made on an 
elaboratc scale by Superintendent Murray in 
person. Over 1,200 menin fall winter uni- 
form lined the route and occupied positions 
where it was thought possible they might be 
ueefal, All travel on Madison avenue was 
suspended for over an hour, while the ser- 
vices were progressing and the avenue was fill- 
ed, above and below the route, wit, long lines 
of horse cars and vehicles of all kinds, During 
the tervices a guard of houor, consisting of 
six batteries from Governor’s Island, the ma- 
rine corps and sailors from the navy yard and 
the United States ship Tennesseo were drawn 
up in line on the west side of Fifth avenue, 
facing the church, the right of the line resting 
en Forty-fifth street. On each side of the 
church, for two blocks, police were formed to 
block the side streets and avenue in double 
file. When the funeral service ended the troops 
wheeled by companies into column, followed 
by the sailors and marines. 

After the casket was placed in the hearse, 
the cortege, to a sorrowfal dirge, Chopin’s 
Funeral March, passed slowly between the

It took but afew moments to 
transfer the coffin from the hearse to the 
burial car, “Woodlawn.” The family and 
friends then took seats in three drawing room 
coaches, composing the special train. At 10 
a.m. the train slowly pulled outof the de- 


pot. 
THE LAST SERVICES, 
Avpany,N.Y..

Thirty-six Vessels Driven Ashore and Foundered - 
Vorty-seven Persons Kaown to Have Lost 
Their Lives— Nearly Half a Million Dol- 
lars Lost in Shipping~—Detafis.

Thirty-six vessels either foundered or were 
driven ashore, and several vessels are missing. 
Eleven bave gore to pieces or been buried be-

a total loss, The loss of life is appalling. 
Forty seven persons are known to have 
perished, and the crew of an unknown steam 
barge that went down off Burnham’s pier, has 
not been heard from. If they are lost, the List 
wil! be swelled to nearly sixty. The loss in 
doliars and cents on nine of the vessels that 
have gone to pieces aggregates $133,000, bat 
partial losses will bring the amount up to 
fully $400,000. This estimate is not so large 
as some that have been printed, but is probably 
more accurate. The aggregate tonnage that 
has been whiped out of existence will not ox- 
ceed 6,000, 

The fact was agcertained today that the 
missing schooner, 8. J. Conway, bound from 
Chicago to Muskegon, was wrecked on tho 


beach near Flower creek, seven miles north of 


White lake, during the storm last week, and 
Oaptain Thomas Smith, of Chicago, with four 
eailors, was lost, The vessel and cargo are a 
total loss. 
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STRUCK BY A CYCLONE. 


An Electrical Storm Which Does Much 
7 Damage. 

GIRARD, Ks,, November 22.—A cyclone or 
an electrical storm struck Girard at 8:40 this 
morning, and passed through the residence 
portion of the town from the southwest to the 
northwest. The path of the storm was only 
from fifty to seventy-five feet wide. Allof the 
lighter buildings were demolished, 
but the larger and more substantia! 
buildings stood the shock without much 
Gamage. The Presbyterian church is wrecked.

with the wise and moderate attitude of the 
Bulgarians.’ Referring to speeches made by 
the Emperor Francis Joseph and Count K al- 
neky, on Austria’s foreign relations, the com- 
mittee declares that “the Austrians are ever 
ready to make any sacrifice when the honor 
of the manarcby has to be defended, but are 
grateful that they enjoy the blessings of 
peace.” 

The committee farther saysvZit rejoices over 
Count Kalncky’s statement, that in foreign 
affairs the confidence which Austria enjoys is 
fortified by the clear and unselfish policy of 
the government, and that it is grateful that 
Austria’s relations with Germany have been 
strengthened without affecting her friendly 
relations with Russia. 

Allusion is made to the accord and identity 
of interests between England and Austria in 
many important pointe, and reference is made 
tothe fact that Austria expects to reach an un- 
cerstanding with Italy which will prove ma- 
tusliy advantageous and in the interest of 
peace. The committee applauds and approves 
Count Kalsoky’s efforts to amicably settle 
qtestions pendiog with Rassia and hopes they 
may snceceed, and expresses confidence tha; 
Count Kalnoky‘will properly safeguard the in- 
te rests of the monarchy. 

VIENNA, November 22.—Austrian diplomats 
and officials believe that the rupture between 
Ressia snd Bulgaria will facilitate the sola- 
tion of the crisis in the Balkans.

A Boston Man Thinks He Has Discovered 
the Long Hunted Principle. 


According to the Boston Herald, C. G. Loe- 
per is the iit man to come forward with a flying 


machine. 

Loeber has a shopin B’ston, He isa good ee 
well built, pleasant faced geatleman of about fifty 
yearsof age. From him was learned some pew 
regarding his personal history. He is anativeo 
Germany, which country he left ia 1818, when 
qbite your g, and came to the United States. Here, 
after a time, he began the study of law, and wasio 
due course of time admitted to the bar in New 
York state, where he practiced as & lawyer 
for a cumber of years. He became interested 
in mimes on the Pacific coast, and moved 
to California several years ago. He first became 
interested in air navigation through an acquatat- 
ance wiih Mr. Mariot, of the San Francisco News 
Letter, who was always on the eve of making a 
stceers of his flying machine, but never quite suc- 
ceeded. This was in 1870, but Mr, Loeber at first 
did not take more than a friendly interest in wat 
Mr. Mariot was doing After a time he felt enough 
interest in the subject to siudy its history, aa‘ 
examit€ the principle on which all the efforts at 
pavi,ating the air were based. Here he saw that 

recticaly no advance had been made on the orig” 

nal methods—a huge gas bag that would go 
up, but wasthenatthe mercy of every current of 
wird that blew, and was tossed about like a ship 
at rea with all sail set and no rudder to guide her, 
He theu asked himself 1f there wcre not some prop- 
erties of the sir that would ensb’e a ma, as weil 
asa bird, to sustain himself in tre air, and after a 
number of experiments, has become convinced 
that he has discovered a law of motion that wi'l 
make it ss-easy and as feasible to navigate the air 
as it now is tonavigate the ocean, witn this differ- 
ence, tbat. while navigating the sea ts slow at be-f, 
air navigation cau be made very rapi@. 

Eighi years ago he started, with a yiew to com 

lete his expe:iments and consiruct his air ship, 

coping to accomplish this worg in about two years, 
Buthe has met with the usualamount of uagx- 

ected Celats ald mechanical probiems the solit- 
lion of which has required time and money to 
overcome, and still his macnineis not construcied, 
So far he his accomplished some wonderful de- 
viceg and inventions, only a limited number cf 
which he has shown, these onlyon the uader- 
standing thet they were not to be de 
scribed. One of these is a form of pistoa 
which, if patented, ought of itsef to 
yield the inventor a fortuse; but as he will not 
patent avy of his Gevices, it will not probably 
come into geuveral nse. I[t is a most ingenious, sud 
yet extiemely timple construciion, but will form 2 
compk te vacuum, which wil! be one of the things 
necessary to do in the fiving machine, or alr ship, 
as he callsit. His machine will be of steel, in the 
form of a bird with outstretched wirgs, the wings 
to be themselves immovable, though the mechan. 
ism for elevation and propulsion will be 
situated in them. The part of the maciine 
reprerenting he body of the bird will con- 
tuin the steam bcilers and engines, and 
will carry the coal or oynes ee necessary forthe 
production of the power required, It wiii also be 
fitted up to accommodate passengers and carry 
freipht. When asked how this vessel would main- 
tuin its equilibrium in the air,he replied that it 
cou'd not be turned over except if encountered a 
ternado, andit would be the province of the nay}l- 
gator in charge to avoid this and ovher forms of 
vir disturbance as much as possible. Asa matter 
of fact the machinery was so arranged thatifthe 
sip were loaded with passengers, and they should 
a!) rvsh to one side, the power of floatation would 
beina great measure automatically transferred 
to the wing on thai side to sustain the weight.

comfortable understandiag between the News and 
the Republican. This was before thre telegraph 
had begun to dump its kaleidoscopic deposit in 
front of the pudiic. The northern maile were 
brought into Savannah by the Charleston 
boat, and the understanding between the 
editors. of the rival papers was that 
ifthe boat passed the Exchange before three 
o’clock they were to take the mai! out of the post- 
cfice and use it that afternoon. If the boat pass- 
ed the Exchange after three o'clock then the 
editors’ mail was to lie in the postoffice until the 
next Csy, There’s comfort in the very thonght, 
for the boat was usually late, and the editors were 
thus enabled to give themselves upto the social 
delights for which Savannah is famous. 

Atthat time, and for many years after, the 
Morning News wes edited by the late Colonel WwW. 
T, Thomysor, The Republican was edited subse 
quently by Colorel P. W. Alexander and by Col- 
opel James Roddey Sneed, but at that particular 
lime it was edited by some one whose name I have 
forgotten. The News then, as at all times, was the 
best and mostpopular ofthetwo paper. | think 
Colocel Thompson had an arrangement with the 
Captain of the boat by meansof which the for® 
man of his office, a very capable man, was sip. 
plied with copies of the New York and Charleston 
paperf, andthe News was thus able to prints 
great many important things in advance of the 
Republican, 


It was durirg that comfortable period that the 
editor of the Republican, by way of a practics} 
joke, was invyeigied on board a northern bound 
vessel and carried to New York. This left the foree 
men of the office in charge, and it is ssid that he 
emused himself by reprinting a great dea! of the 
matter that had already appeared in the paper, 
This seemed to him to be a conservative policy, 
and undoubtedly it was, In fact, as things went in 
those days, it left nothing to be desired. 

To slightly change the subject, there appears to bo 
a great revival of interest in the modern drama iz 
the south. Doyou want to know where! get my 
information?

COLLECTOR CRENSHAW GETS IN 
HIS WORK AGAIN,

The G orgia Tand acd Lumber Company ana Dodge 
Weippe & Co, Bt. Stmon Isiand, Being Looked Ki

Collector Crenshaw is again at work on an 
other big rcheme which will bring in to the 
government a large amount of back taxes. 

Several weeks ago it came to his knowledye 
that the Georgia Land and Lumber company 
ard Dodge, Meigs & Oo., doing. business on 
the St. Simon island, had issned scrips aud 
paid the same ag ae circulating midiua. 
thereby making themselves liable to the ten 
per centum tax, It appears that Dodge, Meigs 
& Co, began to issue the tcript in April, 1884, 
and since that time have iesued on an aver age 
of #2.500 each month upto the first of Oxtober 
iat. The script was current on the island 
an¢ was received in payment for ferriage to 
rupswick as well as for taxesof the laborers 
Pn ee " 

e script was taken as cash by th - 
chants of Branswick, and on a tcland. is 
was about the first of January, 1878, that the 
Georgia Land and Lumber-company began to 
ieste the coupon script. It was considered a 
circulating mediam, and the laborers found 
no trouble in passing it. Merchandise could 
be purchased, and it passed the same as 
money. The Georgia Land and Lumber com- 
pany continued the issue of this script at the 
rate of $2500 per month, up to 
the first of April, 1884, when they were suc- 
ceeded by Dodge, Meigs & Co. The amount 
issved from April, 1884, to October, 1886, was 
$7,500 00, for which they are liable to a tax of 
ten percent. The Georgia Land and Lumber 
company issued itsfeoupon script from the 
first of Japuary, 1878, to the first of April, 
1884, making seventy months, for which they 
are liable forthe ten per centum tax, mak- 
ing $18,750.00, No portion of the 
tax due bythe Georgia Land and Lumber 
company is now assessable under the law, but 
in the case of Dodge, Meigs & Oo., the amount 
iseucd by them for the six months ending 
November 30, 1885, making altogether $3,000, 
is assessable under the law. The commissionor 
of internal revenue has hai all the evidence 
submitted by Collector Crenshaw, and has as 
sessed Dodge, Meigs & Co. $3,000, which is 10 
per centof the amount paid ont by them on 
notes or coupon ecript. While only a portion 
of the tax due by this corporation ig as- 
eestable, the entire amonnt dua caa 
be eued for in the United States courts. 
Colonel Crenshaw bas received no instructions 
yet, butis lcoking fora letter directing him 
to callon Dodge, Meigs & Co. andjthe Georgia 
Tand and- Lumber Company four the full 
amount of taxes due, and iu case of their fail- 
ure to pay, to place the matter in the hands of 
the United States district attorney for suit. 
Nearly $3,000 of the $18,750 has been assessed 
from Dodge, Meigs & Co., and this amount they 
will be compelled to pay within ten days, as 


to prevent the coNectiou after an assessmen;s 
is made, 

Coliector Crenshaw sent Daputy Collector 
Dunwcody to visit Brunswick and St. Simon’ 
Island and precure aflidavits of each of the 
witnesses on whom the government relied to 
establish the liability for taxes. Mr. Warren 
A Faller, superintendent for Dodge, Moigs & 
Co., submitted such statements as he desired 
to offer, which were all sworn to, goiag to 
show thatthey were not liable fur the tax. 
These statements, with his own, were sub. 
mitted to the commissioner. 

Collector Crenshaw sid the company work- 
ed one hundred and twenty-five hands, and 
that they were paid off every night. Tho 
timekeeper reported tothe bookkeeper the 
amount due each laborer, and the men were 
paid off in the script
